Response to Amendment 
Applicant's amendment received on June 6, 2003 has been considered. Claim 9 has been 
cancelled. Clams 20-26 have been newly added. Claims 1-8, 10-26 are now pending in the 
present application. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-19 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive; therefore the rejection is now removed. 



Claims 1-8, and 10-26 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 1, the combination of closest prior art of records (EP09 17042 to Leong 
et al. and further in view of USPN 5,935,262 issued to Barret et al.) teaches all limitation of the 
claimed invention except for a resource agent for receiving job result information returned from 
the resource wherein the job result information identifies the results achieved by the resource in 
response to the resource job. 

Claims 2-6, and 20-23 are allowed as being dependent on allowed claim 1. 

Regarding claim 7, the combination of Leong, Barret, and ISI teaches all limitation of the 
claimed invention except for a resource agent for receiving job result information returned from

the printer and the job result information identifies the results achieved by the printer in response 
to the print job. 

Claims 8 and 10-12 are allowed as being dependent on allowed claim 7. 
Claims 13-19 and 24-26 are allowed under the same rationale as claims 1-6 and 20-23 as 
stated above.
